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EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

1 . An Applicant's Amendment filed on August 25, 2008 has been entered. Claim 2 has 
been canceled; and claims 1 and 9 have been amended. Overall, claims 1 and 3-9 are pending in 
this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claimed control apparatus and method to control a concentration of hydrogen sulfide 
emitted from an internal combustion engine, wherein when the concentration of the hydrogen 
sulfide exceeds a permissible limit, a poisoning recovery control means controls an operating 
state of the engine such that the amount of the sulfur oxide released from a NOx storage 
reduction catalyst is equal to or larger than a lower limit value of the predetermined range, and 
the concentration of the hydrogen sulfide is equal to or lower than the permissible limit; is not 
disclosed nor rendered obvious by the prior art of record.
